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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered and will briefly be addressed below: 
applicant's arguments: 

1. Applicant alleges that the Edgar reference fails to teach "modifying the media signal to reduce or alter the artifacts, wherein said 
modifying provides a modified media signal." Specifically, applicant points to figure 9A of Edgar to show that Edgar doesn't reduce or 
alter artifacts, but rather introduces artifacts through the scanning process (see remarks pg. 10-11). 

2. Regarding claim 27, Applicant alleges that the combination of Edgar and Ratnakar is improper. 

examiner's responses: 

1. Applicant's argument has been fully considered but is unpersuasive. Applicant's interpretation of the cited excerpt from Edgar is 
reasonable only if the passage is divorced from its context. To that end, the examiner apologizes for not citing and explaining the context 
of Edgar more clearly. Nonetheless, the limitation in question is taught by the Edgar reference. Figure 9A-which was cited by the 
applicant-shows distortions that occur as a result of the scanning process. Figure 9B (in conjunction with col. 15 lines 28-55) shows 
how these distortions are corrected (modified) to reduce the distortion (artifact). 

2. The examiner respectfully disagrees that these two references (Edgar and Ratnakar) can not be combined as suggested. The final 
rejection contained sufficient reasons to combine these references. These reasons are still valid and-for the sake of brevity-will not be 
repeated. 
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
